Prof. R. Martin (English) was elected by acclamation to serve on the 
Graduate Awards Committee until May 31, 1981. 


Graduate Curriculum Changes 1981-1982 (ASFC 80-11-D2 - Report 236, 


and addendum to page 10) 


Prof. McKeen presented the report to Council. He explained that it 
contained a list of programmes for which no changes were given, as well 
as programmes in which minor changes are proposed; these, he said, if 
approved would go forward to the Board of Graduate Studies where the 
final decision would be taken since it is empowered to act for Senate 
on such changes. He added that major changes would be sent on from the 
Board to Senate for action. He drew attention to the addendum to 

page 10 of the report which was circulated in the meeting. 


It was moved and seconded (Chaikelson/Armstrong) to approve the Curriculum 
Committee's Report on Graduate Curriculum Changes for 1981-1982 (ASFC 80-11 


D2 - Report 23G, and addendum). 


Prof. Petrie stressed that he, as representative of the Bio-Physical Education 
Department had considerable reservations with respect to page 23 and went on 
to point out the errors, He suggested that consultation take place with the 
Chairman of the Department. 


It was moved and senconded (Petrie/Crowe) to table page 23 of the report, 
headed Department of Exercise Science and Faculty of Commerce and Administration."

The question was called on the motion to approve Report 23G, as amended, 
and was CARRIED. 


8. Establishment of a Committee to Study "Exemptions" 


As a result of the discussion on exemptions that took place at the meeting 
held to consider graduation lists, Dean Taddeo said that Steering Committee 
had reviewed the problem and had decided to recommend to Council that a 
sub-committee be established to study the entire question of exemptions in 
the Faculty of Arts and Science, and possibly, repercussions based on the 
clarification of what exemptions mean in the University as a whole. He 
read the composition of the Committee as recommended by Steering Committee. 
(ASFC 80-11-D3, uncirculated). 


It‘was suggested that the committee include a representative from the 
Registrar's office. It was so agreed. 


It was moved and seconded (Trudel/Shulman) to approve the establishment of 
a sub-committee to study "exemptions" together with the composition and 


membership as recommended by Steering Committee and amended by Council. 
Vote: CARRIED 


Nominated by the students to serve on the committee was Anne Moralejo. 
She was elected by acclamation. 


Mr. Adams delegated Mr. R. Martin to serve on the committee as his 
representative.

(Division I), H. Habib (Division II), M. Doughty (Division III), M. Armstrong 
(Division IV), and G. Haines (Admissions), R. Martin (Registrar's Office).

Dean Taddeo reported that he had been informed that Alex Hadjistefanou had 
been appointed by CUSA to sit on the Student Requests Committee.
